DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3, 5-7, 1 0-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches an image sensor module with two optical units where a single image sensor 
chip can be moved between several positions, however, the prior art does not teach the 
two optical paths from the two optical units being optically separate, in combination with 
the two optical paths from lens to image sensor are of different lengths, where the 
image sensor chip can be shared between two positions corresponding to the two 
optical units. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
